LEINSTER. 


CO. GALWAY OUTRAGE. 
The trial of prisoners at the Leinster Winter 
Assizes was continued yestefday at the Green sirect 
“Tr; by Mr. Justice Madden, 
HOOTING AT POLICE CONSTABLE. 
John Finnegan was arraigned, the charge 
against him Eas that on February 17th he 
wounded Peter Loughlin, a constable of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, by fring at him with intent to 
murder et Gorteerrumera, Ca, way. were 
in the indictmest counts ¢hafging fhe prisoner 
with intent te maim, and te de bodily barm to 
the constable. 
The prisoner pleaded not failte, aod was do- 
fended by Mr. James Fitrgera 
by Mr. James Kearns). 
Mr. Powell, K.C., with whom was Mr, Devitt 
(instructed by Mr. P. 8. Golding, Crown Solicitor) 
appeared for the Crown. From coungel’s statement 
it appeared a farmer named John Counore bad to 
pay £53, for which he had been garety for a 
neighbour, Michael Heary, in 1912. Keary was 
mada bankrupt, and his farm was @old by 4auc- 
tion. Connors became the purchaser, and from 
that time he became the object of persecution. 
In the year 1916 shots were fired into his house. 
On the night of February 17 last, about 9.50, as 
Connors, with his wife and eight children, were 
sitting together in their kitéhen the window shut 
ters were forced in, and six shote were fired into 
the kitchen. Is waa little short ef a miracie, said 
that no one was killed. Two constabies— 
and Lonchlin-who were on patrol duly 
some distance away, heard the shots, and know- 
ing something of Connors’ position, went to his 
house. Having seen the effocts of the shots they 
left and went in search of the offendera. They 
heard a noise in a Gell, and Iny on the ground 
at the side of the road to conceal themecives 
Three men came along the road, and when they 
got within about four yards of them the men ap 
parentiy saw the constables. They terned and 
walked back, and the constables followed them, 
One of the three men—the prisoner—turned round 
and fired on the constables. Constable Loughiin 
waa wounded, and when he was in heapital, where 
he was detained five weeks, the doctor found thirty- 
four pellet marks on his body, many of the pelicts 
being so deeply embedded that they could not be 
removed That enme night, about 12 ocjock, 
District Inspector Gillooly and Head Constable

PENSIONS OF ARMY VETERANS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Six,—iIn a sub-leader in your issue of the 
early part of last week, in aid of the good work 
done by the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Help Society, 
you lightly touch on a very much forgotten 
individual—the old veteran who helped to up- 
hold the honour of the British Empire in the 
many expeditions which from time to time 
demanded their services in the last half of the 
last century. Very many of those old soldiers 
are now in the very winter of life, living on 
miserable pensions totally inadequate to meet 
present-day requirements. Those old veterans 
who enlisted under the "47 Act were bought 
by a shilling in the open market, at race 
meetings, fairs, market places, and at a public- 
house selected by the War Office, and dignified 
by the name the '' The Rendezvous,’’ where 
recruiting sergeants had rooms eet apart for 
the preluminary examinations, food, and accoms 
modation of those likely to go through. The 
pay was ¢upposed to be a shilling a day, which, 
when deductions were made for messing, and 
the monthly replacing of his kit, was reduced 
to about fourpence, and lucky was the man who 
could draw that amount all the year round. 
The soldier had to pay for the upkeep of Ine 
kit after the first issue on enlistment. He had 
to pay for his sea kit going on long voyages, 
and had go pay for his foreign service kit on 
arrival his station abroad. The Army 
annual egtimetes for the period were from 
twelve to fourteen millions, which goes to show 
that the nation had the soldiers’ service for 
very little, 

The marimum pension of a N.C.O, of the old 
school is 193. 5d. a week. The market value, or 
purchasing power, is about 10s. to board, lodge, 
clothe, ete. It requires mental calculation of a 
very high order to bring a balance which would 
get a pair of old boots hecle d.
